law, except as hereinafter provided, 
providing penalties for violations, and 
declaring an emergency. 
Be it Ordained by the Mayor and 
Councilmen of the City of Ada, Okla. 
Section One. That it shall be un­ 
lawful for any person to barter, sell, 
give away, or otherwise furnish to 
another any intoxicating liquors of 
any kind including ale, wine, beer or 
any imitation thereof or substitute 
therefor, except such person be an 
agent authorized by the legislature, 
wherein such liquoi e are dispensed 
for medicinal, mechanical, industrial 
and scientific purposes. 
Section Two. It shall be unlaw­ 
ful for any person or persons to have 
in his or their possession, or under 
Ms or their control, any intoxicat­ 
ing liquors of any kind, including 
ale, wine, beer, or any Imitation 
thereof or substitute therefor, with­ 
in the city of Ada.

That it shall be 
unlawful for any person to wilfully 
loiter in any place where intoxicat- 
ng liquors of any kind are barter­ 
ed, sold or given away or otherwise 
furnished contrary to law, including 
ale, wine, beer or any imitation there­ 
of or substitute therefor within the 
city of ‘Ada, Oklahoma, except such 
place be an agency created and au­ 
thorized by the legislature, wherein 
such liquors are dispensed for medi­ 
cinal, mechanical, 
industrial 
and [ 
scientific purposes. 
Section Four. That it shall 
be 
unlawful for any person to keep or 
maintain, or to aid, assist or abet 'n 
keeping or maintaining in this city 


agency created and authorized by 
the legislature, wherein such liquors 
are dispensed for medicinal, mechan­ 
ical, industrial and scientific pur­ 
poses. 
•Section Five. All places where in­ 
toxicating liquors are manufactured. 
sold, bartered or given away or 
otherwise furnished in violation or 
any of the provisions of the City or­ 
dinances, or where persons are per­ 
mitted to resort for the purpose of 
drinking intoxicating liquors as a 
beverage or where intoxicating li­ 
quors are kept for sale, barter or 
delivery in violation of the city or­ 
dinances, and all intoxicating liquors 
imitation 
thereof 
and 
substitutes 
therefor, bottles, glasses, and all oth­ 
er property kept in and used in 
maintaining such a place, are hereby 
declared to be common nuisances, 
except such place be an agency creak­ 
ed and authorized by the legislature'!' 
wherein such liquors are dispensed 
for medicinal, mechanical, industrial 
and scientific purposes. 
Section Six. 
In all prosecutions 
under this Ord nance, for maintain­ 
ing a common nuisance as hereinbe­ 
fore defined, the finding of intoxicat­ 
ing liquors, or any imitation thereof 
or substitute therefor, in the pos­ 
session of one not legally authorized 
to sell the same, except in a pri­ 
vate dwelling house not used in con­ 
nection with a place of business, 
shall be prima facie evidence that 
such liquors are kept, for sale or use 
in violation of this ordinance; and 
the finding in a place fitted up with 
bar and counter and glasses, ice 
box or other paraphernalia usually 
connected with places where intoxi­ 
cating liquors are sold as a beverage 
or in a place used for the manu­ 
facture or storage t of 
intoxicating 
liquors, of a stamp showing the pay­ 
ment of any person of the United 
States Internal revenue special tax 
for the manufacture or sale of dis­ 
tilled or malt liquors at such place, 
for a period not then expired shall 
be prima facie evidence that the per 
son or persons to whom the same 
was issued ware, .at the time of find 
ing such special tax stamp, maintain.

In previous articles It was 
shown 
that the waterways carry goods more 
cheaply than railways do or can and 
compel the railways to carry for less 
than they otherwise would, and then 
the claim was made that the improve­ 
ment of waterways is a benefit to the 
railways with which they 
compete. 
Several instances were given to sup­ 
port this claim and many more might 
be given if space allowed, for 
the 
writer, who has studied the subjeot for 
25 years, has found many Instances 
of benefit, and not a single instance 
of harm, to railways from the 
im­ 
provement of waterways. 
It Is now in 
order to see lf we can find a reason 
for this rather surprising result. 
Waterways, as has been said before, 
produce benefits In three principal 
ways—by direct saving In the cost of 
transportation of goods carried 
by 
W'ater, indirect saving, by the lower­ 
ing of railway rates through the com­ 
petition of water routes, and by what 
may be called a creative effect. 
It 
Is this last named effect which 
we 
are now to consider. 
Manchester, England, before the con­ 
struction of the ship canal, was 
a 
dying town. 
Hundreds of stores and 
thousands of dwellings were empty, 
factories were closed——eome 
moved 
away—and population was decreasing. 
With the opening of the canal all this 
was changed. 
Pac tori eta reopened, 
new oaee were built, the empty houses 
were refilled and thousands of new 
ones built to accommodate the popula­ 
tion that came pouring in. . And the 
benefits wert not coo fined to Manches­ 
ter alone, butwere Retributed *over 
the whole great induetrlal region, con­ 
taining over 8,000,000 people, of whlA 
Manchester is tho conter. 
It wa# not 
only natural, but inevitable, that the 
great Incraaae in population and proa- 
parity in Manchester and the surround­ 
ing region should be reflected in the 
business and tbs profits of the rail­ 
ways therein. 


Liverpool Alee Aided. 
Liverpool fought doeperately to pre­ 
vent the building of the canal and the 
establishment of the new port of Man­ 
chester; but instead of being Injured 
by the canal, the business of Liverpool 
has increased faster than before. Dur­ 
ing the 13 years before the canal was 
opened the increase in the harbor re­ 
ceipts at Liverpool was only $310,000; 
In the same length of time after It 
was opened the Increase was $1,385,- 
000. 
The 8,000,000 tons of traffic at 
Manchester have not been stolen from 
Liverpool, thay hsvs been created by 
the canal. 
Frankfort, 
Germany, 
before 
the 
River Main was improved, was not a 
dying city but was decidedly stagnant. 
Mannheim and Mavence on the Rhine, 
which had been improved, were grow­ 
ing rapidly, while Frankfort was grow­ 
ing very little. 
As soon as the canal­ 
isation of the river was finished, which 
was In 1888, the city began to grow 
and has kept on growing ever since. 
The population, which was 154,000 tg 
1885, has Increased to 220,000 In 1895, 
to 335,000 In 1905. and 
Is 
probably 
more than 400,000 now. 
Evidently the 
people of Frankfort expect their city 
to keep on growing, too. They spent 
or ar $1,500,000 on a harbor when the 
river was first Improved 
and 
are 
hard at work right now building 
a 
Mw and much larger harbor at a coat 
117,600,000. 
Just as in the cast of 
Manchester, the benefit was not don- 
fined to the city of Frankfort; the In­ 
dustrial and commercial life of thai 
whole region was graatly stimulated. 
Mines long dosed were reopened, new 
Industrie# were started, and 
today 
there ie an almost continuous succes­ 
sion of factories lining the banka of! 
the river from 
Frankfort 
to 
tho 
Rhine.
